No reply being made, leave was given to bring up the claufe ;

The faét wad, that though the claufe fhould pais, the 
proprietors. might affemble’ as.oftea as-they fhould think proper, 
and deliberate about their affairsysbut-as a General Court of 
Puoprictors. they could tit ouly-fourtinres a year. But at thofe 
Quarterly Meetings they would thll.have power to come to re- 
folutions, and if they had’caufe to complain’ of the manage- 
ment of their affairs, would be -at. liberty to carry their com- 
plaints to the Throne and +o Parliament > But their power, as 
fuperior to the Court’ of Direétors,: being raken away by the 
bill, and-as ‘the government of the territorial poffeflions woald 
lkewife be takenout of their hands, he thonght a Quarterly 
| Meeting for commercial purpofes, aS much as.would be neced- 
fary, and as far ax would ke-confiftent.with the powers to be 
given to the. next, Commiflioners,. A's the law now ftands, nine 
Proprietors might demand, a Generab Court; And it the Di- 
reétors-refuled to fummon one, thefe nine might do it them- 
felves. This power, as it.ought, would, under the new govern- 
ment be taken away.
